Robbers blew out the entire front of the 
bank building, in Franklin, N. Y., on the 
Bight of the 11th, in getting into the safe. 
Eight hundred dollars in silver were se- 
cured. Two families living near were gag- 

Fotjr harvesters, who had just been paid 
off, boarded a freight train at Whitehall, 
111., on the 11th, to steal a ride. At the 
same station four tramps boarded the 
came train, to all appearances for the 
same purpose, but after starting they drew 
revolvers and made the harvesters give up 
their money. Then they drove them off 
the train, and in jumping one of the har- 
vesters was killed. 

Robert B.; Morrill, Chief Auditor, and 
James S. Smith, A. T. Goodman and Mar- 
tin W. Culp, clerks, have been indicted for 
embezzlement while in the employ of the 
Philadelphia Gas Trust Company. 

Tbe Captain and Lieutenant of the Sal- 
vation Army, arrested, at Bridgeport, 
Conn., for disturbing the peace, were fined 
and bonded not to parade or hold meetings 
in the streets in the future. An appeal 
was taken. 

Kansas had another cyclone on the af- 
_ ternoon of the 11th. At Holton three per- 
sons were killed and fifteen injured. Many 
buildings were blown down. 

Geo. W. Gates, a conductor on the Buf- 
falo and Southwestern road, disobeyed or- 
ders, and in the collision which followed 
paid the penalty with his life. One of his 
brakemen was also killed. 

At Burnt Prairie, 111., on the 11th, Doug 
lass Gowdy and Buck Williams, brothers- 
in-law, fought a duel with knives. Gowdy 
was stabbed to the heart and died instantly. 
Williams received injuries which it is 
thought will prove fatal. The cause of the 
difficulty is not stated. 

The Atlantic and Gulf Coast Canal and 
Okeechobee Land and Drainage Company, 
composed mostly of Philadelphia capital- 
ists.have received from the State of Florida 
an award ef 835,386 acres of land, located 
in the southern portion of the peninsula, 
for the reclamation operations in that 
State. This company has reclaimed nearly 
1,500,600 acres of land in Florida, and the 
work is still being vigorously pushed for- 

Thjs mew building of the Indiana State 
University at Bloomington was struck by 
lightning on the night of the 12th and de- 
stroyed. It contained one of the finest 
museums in the country, and a library 
consisting .»f .fifteen thousand volumes. 
The loss will amount to $200,000. There 
was $30,000 insurance. Other losses by fire 
on the 12th wereFssendorff's flouring mill, 
Fort Wayne, $15,000;; Peck & Son's factory, 
Oshbosh, Wis., $8,000; Bricker warehouse, 
Utica, Ohio, $8,000; Globe Paper Mills, 
Middlotown, Ohio, $5,000. 

The franchise for the express business 
on the Northern Pacific Railroad has been 
purchased by Eastern capitalists, who 
have organized the Northern Pacific Ex- 
press Company with a capital of $10,000,- 

At ©pringneld, Vt., a few days ago, 
$50,000 damage was done by water. Sev- 
eral showers met on the hill north of that 
village ;and the current poured down the 
valley, .carrying away bridges, buildings, 
and a large amount of property of various 
kinds. 

At Chicago, on the 12th, a runawayhorss 
attached to a buggy, in which were four 
young people, plunged into the river.and a 
young man named Stephen Glick <was 
drowned. 

During "the -six months ending July 1, 
there were .2,509 miles of railroad built in 
the United States. The amount built during 
the same period last year was 4,990 miles. 
The estimated number of miles to be built 
this year is •8^)50 miles. 

A passenger train on the North Penn- 
sylvania Road ran.into an open switch near 
Quaker-town, Pa., on fiie 12th. The engine 
and three cars were thrown off the track 
and upset Burkhardt, the engineer, aad 
Al Mendenh a .i l , the baggage master, were 
injured, the former seriously.

Assassination at Polk City, Iowa.

Tuesday evening, as R. L. Clingan, the 
Postmaster at Polk City, was closing hi3 
store, two unknown men came to the door, 
and said: "Good evening," drew revolvers 
and one of them fired at Clingan. The ball 
struck him in the breast, passed through 
the body and lodged on the shelv- 
ing. Clingan fell dead Instantly. 
The villains immediately fled, making no 
attempt to enter the store. There is no clew 
to the perpetratore. Two strangers were 
seen a short time before it occurred, bj per- 
sons going home from the Odd Feilovs' 
Lodge. It being finite dark, no accurate de- 
scription can be given of the murderers. 

Dr. D. C. Hauger, who was standing be- 
side Clingan. probably escaped a similar fate 
by quickly dropping behind the counter. 

Over thirty murders have been committed 
in this count} in fifteen years, and but one 
murderer has been hanged and very few 
convicted. 

It is generally supposed that this is the 
iecml chapter of the mysterious murder of 
Stubbs, the Mayor of the place, last year, 
Who wa- shot dead by ■iMlliil men, who 
entered his bedroom. Clingan and he were 
great friends, and Clingan has been taking 
an active part in ferreting out his murder- 

The entire population is wrought up to a 
remarkably high pitch of excitement. Every 
man is armed. There are scouts out on 
horseback armed with shot-guns. The sub- 
stantial rifle and the respectable army mus- 
ket— everything that has anv shooting ca- 
pacity—have been drafted into service.

Cork is yielded by the cork oak, 
Quercus liber, which chiefly flourishes 
on the shores of the Mediterranean 
There are, in Spain and Algeria, lar<r e 
forests of this tree, which is also culti- 
vated In the departments of Lot-et- 
Garonne and Var, in the south of 
France and in Corsia.

The 
first cork naturally produced by the 
tree is called the male, and has scarcely 
any value; but if this be removed, a 
second layer is formed, finer, more 
elastic and less irregular, which i s 
known as the female cork; and this it is 
which is generally used. The stripping 
of the cork takes place in summer; 
when the circulation of the sap facili- 
tates the separation of the outer from 
the inner layer of bark. The removal 
of the first growth is effected when the 
tree is twenty to twenty-five years old. 
Several annular incisions, andone verti- 
cal incision are made with a hatchet, 
care being taken to cut the cork only, 
without touching the inner bark; the 
layer of cork is then easily detached. 
A young oak yields about ten pounds of 
cork at the first stripping, while it is 
capable, ultimately, of yielding over 
three hundred pounds. The first cork 
has a thick and hard exterior, which 
diminishes with each successive growth. 
Formerly, after the first stripping the 
tree was left to itself, without any pro- 
tection. Being very tender, it was liable 
to be killed by exposure to variations 
of temperature, while numerous insects, 
attacking the tender surface of the 
tree, reduced the value of the future 
cork. Besides, a thick and irregular 
crust formed, which it was necessary to 
remove, thus causing a loss of thirty 
per cent of cork. 

A better plan is to employ the method 
of M. Capgrand-Mothes, which consist- 
in coveriug the tree, during several 
months after stripping, with the cork 
which has been removed. A few 
vertical incisions are made in the inner 
bark, to prevent irregular furrows be- 
ing formed. The pieces of bark are re- 
stored, being fastened by iron wire; and 
the joints are made good underneath 
with strips of cellulose cardboard. 
After three months, in the autumn, the 
pieces of bark have become quite dry, 
and are taken off. The effect of this 
practice is to induce the formation of a 
protecting layer, tuberous, homogene- 
ous, and elastic, under which the growth 
of the cork goes on without danger of 

The detached pieces of cork, flattened 
by being piled up with the outside up- 
permost, are freed from their external 
surface by boiling and paring. The 
boiling of the cork, which lasts about 
half an hour, is effected in large cubical 
boilers fired with refuse cork, and closed 
by a cover which presses upon the pieces. 
This paring is done by hand, or by 
means of Tiorizontal rollers provided 
with iron blades; but this last-named 
operation may be dispensed with when 
the practice of covering the tree with 
the detached pieces of bark is adopted. 

The principal use of the outer bark is 
to make bottle corks. They are more 
frequently cut by hand, though some- 
times by a machine, a horizontal knife 
giving a rotary motion to the piece of 
cork, and thus cutting it into cylindrical 
form. Cork is also used for making life 
buoys, swimming belts, floats, non-con- 
ducting linings, etc. It is moreover 
used advantageously in the form of 
powder for packing fragile objects, as a 
substitute for lycopodium powder, and 
for the manufacture of linoleum and 
cork-leather. Cork is, however, on ac- 
count of its elasticity, reduced to pow- 
der with great difficulty. To effect this, 
mills yvith grinders in the shape of rasps, 
mill-stones revolving in a pan, and arti- 
ficial stones revolving at great speed are 
employed. x 

Linoleum consists of cork powder 
consolidated with dried linseed oil. The 
:ure, in the proportion of about 
three parts of oil to one of cork pow- 
der, is passed under heavy rollers, and 
then stuck on to cloth by means of dry- 
ing oil. • It is allowed to dry for about 
three months, when the product is 
ready to receive various designs, and 
may be readily washed. .Linoleum is 
adulterated by adding sawdust to the 
cork powder. Cork leather, which is 
waterproof and very elastic, is cork 
powder consolidated with India-rubber. 

Cork refuse is used for making par- 
titions that do not conduct heat or 
sound; it also yields a light and porous 
charcoal. M. Combe d'Alma has pro- 
— ised to distill them, so as to obtain a 
_ry rich gas, free from sulphureted 
hydrogen. Old bottle corks are some- 
times collected, boiled and washed in 
acidulated water for again serving to 
cork bottles.— Scientific American. °

A Farmer's Memora ndum Book. 

Oliver Wendell Holmes once wrote 
that it is "a capital plan to carry a tab- 
let with you and take notes. " Probably 
he had no thought of farmers when he 
wrote this; nevertheless it is a capital 
plan for a farmer to carry a note-book 
with him, and write down everything 
which he sees necessary to be done. 
The big- jobs will get done, usually, 
without any trouble, but the little ones, 
which are often quite important, get 
put off, or forgotten when there is time 
to attend to tkem. A single board off 
the fence may !et cattle in, to the great 
damage of crops. A fined stone, found 
when you were plowing, if it is not taken 
out or sunk, may break some expensive 
tool at a time when you are in a hurry. 
A coat of paint on the rims of those 
wagon-wheels may prevent the tires 
getting loose, and a break-down in har- 
vest or having time. These are small 
matters, if they are attended to in time, 
and it can easily be done if they are 
only thought of. 

I hope every farmer reader will take 
a note-book and pencil on the next 
rainy or idle diy, and go through every 
lot on the farm and write down every- 
thing he sees which needs doing, and 
then go through the barn and among the 
tools and about the house, not forget- 
ting to visit tlie cellar. You may be 
surpri*ed to set what a dumber of things 
you will get down on vour book. When 
you get a ful list*, add to it as you may 
see something more, and cross out after 
the jobs have been attended to. It is 
well to have two lists— one of things 
that must be done as soon as possible, 
and another of things you would like to 
have done when there is time, but about 
which there is no particular hurrv. 
You will hardly need to put down 
"planting corn 1 ' or "cutting wheat," 
(or you will not be likely to forget such 
work, but when the weather breaks you 
off of these big or leading jobs, you 
will see how handy it is to open your 
book and have right before you a list of 
everything which needs doing, or which 
- j would like to have done, on the 



n this .list you can quickly select 
the work most appropriate to the 
weather, or which is most urgent. It is 
very much pleasanter, I know, not to 
leave » big job until it is done, but the 
weather is often such that we are 
obliged to stop, and much of the profit 
of farming comes from going right at 
something else without delay. Nothing 
helps more to prevent loss of time than 
having every job which must be done, 
or which you would like to have done, 
written down in a book carried in youi 
side pocket. If you ever get these'jobs 
all done up, and get out of work, you 
will be different from me. Some thfngs 
have been carried over on my books for 
years, but their turn will come eve 
ally. One can do a- good deal ii 
way of permanent improvements, 01 _ 
farm, with the regular farm force, at odd 
spells, if he only has the work laid out 
ready for the odd spells, and when they 
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e-book, which I have been 
ing about, it will be a very good 
plan, in the winter when you are not 
busy, to write out a programme of the 
work for the season. If you have kept 
account with your crops in previous 
years, as you ought to have done, you 
can tell very nearly how long each job 
will take. You will then be able to 
adjust your crops to the labor y 
command, or to hire labor to fit the 
crops you wish to raise. When you see

Profit of Stock Raising. 

Stock raising ought to be regarded as 
the most certainly profitable of any 
branch of farming in this country. 
Breeding has been reduced to such a 
usiemee that the animal itself has been 
brought into a condition of availability, 
that, under intelligent care, insures the 
fullest possible results. We have con- 
structed a piece of living mechanism 
which is dolicatelv sensitive to everv 
touch of kindness, and will respond 
profitably to all that we judiciously feed 
it. Out beef and pork producing ani- 
mals oould not well be better fitted for 
the ncoamplislinient <rf the object for 
which they are bred. They are fullv 
equipped by nature and careful breed- 
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aluable feed 
easily handled value, and to 
«-h that is found upon every 
.hat is comparatively wortli- 
atural state, into solid profit, 
the machinery, the prime 
beginning uf making this branch of 
agriculture profitable, therefore, are at 
hand, and only need to be utilized- and 
if they are utilized, we are further en- 
couraged by a knowledge that there is 
naturally a good, steady profit and 
growing demand for our products. Oom- 
oinations ami monopolies, stock yards, 
railroads and dishonesty among middle- 
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the markets, and inflict loss, compara- 
tive or complete, upon the stock raiser. 
But it is believed that the common sense 
atnd a consciousness of the right and 



eating but to supply it with enough el 
such food as it relishes. If it wants 
meat we ought to be prepared to furnish 
it, and for its benefit and <mt own profit 
what we furnish should be of a superior 
quality. We do not suppose that any 
one thing has been more detrimental to 
the live stock interests of this country 
than the production of a poor grade of 
meats. In the first place the produc- 
tion of such meats is not profitable to 
the producer. It had better be finallv 
understood by every tarmer, that there 
is no profit in scrub stock If there is 
any one who has never renched this 
conclusion by actual and careful calcula- 
tion, he ? will consult his own interests 
by accepting the conclusions of those 
who have carefully compared the 
credits and debits of breeding and fat- 
tening what is popularly called scala- 
wag stock. In such operations the 
ledger is always the heaviest on the 
wrong side. And in the second place 
an inferior product comes in competi- 
tion with that which is superior, and in- 
jures the producer of the latter. The 
price which is paid for meats in 
our retail markets is sufficient to in- 
sure the very best quality. Forty cents 
a pound for sirloin and twenty five cents 
a pound for round is about the average 
Eastern price for meats. Surely these 
prices ought to purchase the best. But 
they do not. Tons of beef that is scarce- 
ly fit for consumption at all are soW. at 
these prices, and the only result ch&t 
can be expected is an underconsumption 
of beef. It is a fact which finds demon- 
stration in every consumer's experience, 
that people become tired of the average 
quality of beef, and do not purchase it 
to the'extent that they would if it were 
less hard on the teeth and more agreea- 
ble to the palate; and furthermore, a 
family will eat double the quantity of a 
good, sweet, tender, juicy roast when it 
is set before them, than they will eat of 
one that is wretched in quality. 

Thus we occupy a position" of enmity 
to our own interests by producing a 
very large proportion of the meats in 
our markets which are not worth what 
are asked for them at retail, and which 
actually lessen the consumption. With 
an improvement in the qualtty of our 
meats, the consumer in New York and 
Boston would be content to pay the 
high prices which he is now compelled 
to~pay; and then if by the legal regula- 
tion of our transportation monopoly, 
we can obtain a reasonable share of 
those prices for our own labor, we shall 
get on the proper basis of stock ra 
and beef production. But such 
provement is not nearly so urgently 
called for by our domestic markets as it 
is by our foreign markets. The markets 
of the world are open or must be opened 
to our meat products. All that has ever 
been done, or ever will be done, to close 
European markets to any of these pro- 
ducts was and must be the sheerest 
nonsense and of only temporary effect. 
Europe must obtain its meat supplh 
from the United States. It must eatot 
meats or starve, sooner or later. Prac- 
tically, therefore, these markets 
open, and may be so considered in 
dilating the future importance of 
live stock interests. But the Europeans 
know what good meat is, and if we ex 
pect to supply them at a prolit we mus 
set our standard of excellence high. W( 
must supply quality if we expect sue 
cess in a market which for years has 
been filled with the products of scien- 
tific breeding and fattening. 

We have thus briefly shown that the 
prospect of our live stock husbandry is 
not only naturally good, but exceeding- 
ly flattering, if we choose to avail our- 
selves of offered opportunities. We have 
shown that we have the best of stock, 
good and growing demand for our pro- 
ducts, and have mentioned the prob- 
ability of a more equal division of 
profits between the producer and the 
men who stand between him and th< 
consumer. But we must acknowledge 
the fact that there is need of a change 
in the methods adopted in the genera^ 
live stock husbandry of the country, 
which will amount nearly to a revolu- 
tion, before we can hope to consider 
that part of farming, in all its branches, 
even resonably profitable. It is an i 
questionable fact, taking the country 
a whole, that cattle are fed through the 
winter at a positive loss. The well 
known cause of this is an imperfect 
of feeding and wretched care. We r 
begin to make a study of the scienc 
feeding, and apply it to practical life; 
and we must furnish better care to our 



The Mexican Copper Belt. 

A company of New York capitalists 
re now building extensive reduction 



works near the Pacific Ocean, only three 
miles in the heart of the Mexican cop 
per belt, and they expect to be able to 
place copper on board the ship in their 
harbor at 5 oemts per pound. The ore 
from which this copper is taken carries 
from $i to $15 per ton in gold, and from 
$8 to $20 in silver, with i per cent, in 
nickle, all of which enter into and make 
the copper just that much more valuable 
to the purchaser as well as to the pro- 
ducer. It can but be a matter of a little 
time when the price of copper must be 
further materially reduced, and the pro- 
duction of it in Mexiao must become 
one of her moat valuable industries. It 
is a question whioh is of general interest 
to all. This great copper belt, which is 
believed to contain 100,000 good copper 
mines, lies adjacent to the Pacific Ocean 
for more than six hundred miles, many 
of. the mines being only from two to ten 
miles from good vessel landings. The 
iron taken from the copper mines and 
iron deposits adjacent has been manu- 
factured into steel, in San Francisco, 
which in temper and quality is said to be 
superior to the famous Damascus steel, 
and superior to any ever before produc- 
ed in the United States.— Cor. Philadd- 
vhia Preu.
